The inventions relating to claims 16-24 do not appear to be novel or involve an 
inventive step based on documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. 
Reasons 

- Regarding claims 16-19 and 21-24 

Document 1 describes that a fluorine gas treatment that becomes active by down 
flovs^ plasma is performed to a silicon substrate by discharging a microwave. No difference 
can be found between an F2-containing gas used for the invention of document 1 and an F2- 
containing gas for the methods in claims 16-19 and 21-24. 
(See document I : claims, paragraphs 0076-0084, Fig. 5 etc.) 

- Regarding claims 16-20 

Document 2 describes performing a fluorine gas treatment to a polypropylene. No 
difference can be found between an F2 -containing gas used for the invention of document 2 
and an F2-containing gas for the methods in claims 16-19 and 21-24. 
(See document 2: claims, paragraphs 0079-0084, Fig. 1 etc.) 

- Regarding claims 1-15 and 25-28 

The inventions relating to claims 1-16 and 25-28 are not described in any of the 
documents cited in the ISR; nor would they be obvious to a party skilled in the art. 
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
